000 by Arthur Henderson, member)

chise and Lease hereinbefore men-

27. It is agreed that this franchise 
shall absolutely cease and terminate 
in the event of the cancellation of 
the Sewer and Water Franchises to 
be granted concurrently herewith. 
28, It is further hereby agreed that 
the Engineers minimum capital ex- 
penditure shall not be less than 
($35,000.00) or the maximum capital 
expenditure more than ($75,000.00) in 
connection with the Sewer, Water and 
Light Utilities in the Town of Clares- 
holm, and the said expenditures to 
start as soon as the necessary ma- 
terials can be delivered upon the 
works. Provided however that the 
Engineers shall expend at least Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) on the 
Electric Light System in the year 
1917. Provided also that said mini- 
mum capital expenditure of $35,000 


must be made by the Engineers by! 


1st December, 1918. 

29. Nothing herein contained shall 
be taken or read as relieving the En- 
gineers from the obligation to observe 
the terms and provisions of any or 
all By-Laws of the Town passed by 
the Town Council thereof, in the bona 
fide exercise of its legislative auth- 
ority, but not inconsistant herewith.
